The Committee announced in it: 
“The function of the ‘Journal’ will 
be to provide a permanent record of, 
the progress of the Circle’s work and 
of all matters relating to Russian 
Philately. Owing to the relatively 
few serious collectors of Russia in 
this country, many valuable records 
are scattered among a variety of pe- 
riodicals, and papers given before 
the societies are usually unrecorded.” 
Anyone familiar with the wonderful 
product that has resulted will agree 
that through the Journal in the years 
since then the B.S.R.P. has brought 
together and disseminated to mem- 
bers and made possible a permanent 
record of a vast store of information 
in the many facets of Russian Phi- 
lately. The first issue of the Journal 
reported that good progress had been 
made in the Society’s 214 years of 
existence, and carried a full list of 
the membership. Also included was 
a list of philatelie literature held by 
individual members who were pre- 
pared to lend other members ar- 
ticles and reference books. 

A further meeting of the Society 
was held on June 6, 1939, but the 
Second World War intervened, and 
meetings were suspended until Oc- 
tober 27, 1945, when the Society con- 
vened at the Charing Cross Hotel. 

Mr. Pickering, whose letter to the 
Stamp Collectors Fortnightly had 
been responsible for the founding of 
the Society, and who had continued 
as a valuable member and “spark- 
plug” throughout the intervening 
time, died in 1948 after a short ill- 
ness, a great loss to the Society. 

Membership in the B.S.R.P. is

The Journal and the Bulletin are 
sent as part of the membership. The 
representative in the United States, 
from whom further details may be 
had if desired, is Dr. G. B. Salis- 
bury, 49th and Locust Sts., Phila- 
delphia 39, Pennsylvania.

Mrs. Eva S. Collier, Lima, Ohio, sends 
a story which appeared in the July 2, 
1961, issue of the Citizen (Lima), con- 
cerning a Joseph Arndt, a Lima resident 
who makes friends in all parts of the 
world through his two hobbies of short- 
wave radio and stamp collecting.

$3.00 duty on them, which Arndt prompt- 
ly reimbursed, lest the friendship be 
soured. The U.S. Customs can be equal- 
ly arbitrary about charging excessive duty 
on items of trifling or even no value re- 
ceived as a gift, as we well know by 
experience. When you send inexpensive 
gifts abroad to amy country, be very 
careful to state their value and that they 
are sent as a gift, else your friend may 
end up paying twice or more their worth.

Q.—I enclose a stamp with perfora- 
tions in the center of it. I fear it is just 
a freak, but hope it may have some mean- 
ing. 

A.—Indeed it does have a meaning, 
though not the kind of meaning which I 
suppose you hoped. It is a “perfin”, a 
pattern of holes which serves both to 
identify the user, and also to prevent 
theft of postage in a large firm mailing 
up to thousands of letters a day. The 
time-saving and labor-saving and there- 
fore money-saving meters are largely re- 
placing use of perfins by these firms, 
but some still use them. Some collectors 
specialize in them, and there was and 
perhaps still is a Perfins club, but if still 
existing, I do not know any address to 
give you, should you be interested. Per- 
haps some reader can supply this infor- 
mation.

Q.—How tell flat plate vs. rotary vs. 
special printing on Mothers’ Day stamps 
—#737-738-654? 

A.—The flat plate method of printing 
is just what it says. The plate is flat, and 
impressions of single sheets of paper 
are made against it. (Rotary printing is 
more like a mimeograph, but against a 
large roll of paper—two plates bent to 
fit a cylinder. The special printings were 
done for the so-called Farleys, as per 
notes in Scott’s Specialized catalog. Now 
to make it easier: flat plate is perf. 11; 
rotary is 11 x 114; #754 is imperf.

Q.-—Do you have the numbers for 
rotary and flat plate printings for the 
first 8c Liberty (#1041, Type A488) in 
your files? 

A.—No need to file such data; Scott’s 
specialized catalog gives it all on p. 171. 
Also, I repeat, any one interested in 
plate numbers should have files of the 
Bureau Specialist which comes with mem- 
bership in BIA. Also, such lists as Crane’s 
(A. B. Crane, Box 351, Altoona, Pa.) 

Here is what Scott tells, but hereafter 
for such queries I must refer only to the 
catalogs, as readily available information 
should be looked up themselves by those 
interested.

Honor 100th Anniversary 


Stamp Sought By Virginian - 


ROM John B. Hickman, of Richmond, 

Virginia, we have a copy of a letter 

he sent on July 10, 1961 to Postmaster 

General J. Edward Day, petitioning for 

a stamp to mark the 100th amniversary 

of the legislation instituting the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor. 

He points out that the Medal of Honor 
was the first decoration formally au- 
thorized by the American Government 
to be worn as a badge of honor. “It 
was a product of the Civil War, created 
for the Navy, December 21, 1861. The 
Army Medal was established six months 
later.” 

Mr. Hickman feels such a stamp would 
not only commemorate the event, but 
would also honor all those who have 
distinguished themselves conspicuously 
above and beyond the call of duty, and 
would show gratitude on the part of their 
country. He enclosed to the P.M.G. a 
copy of the recent Malta stamp to com- 
memorate the anniversary of the award 
of the George Cross to Malta as an ex- 
ample of how well such a medal adapts 
itself as an attractive subject for a stamp. 

Mr. Hickman hopes that other collec- 
tors interested in such a stamp will’ write 
the Postmaster General, urging its issu- 
ance. 


Philatelic Agency Sales 


The Philatelic Sales Agency, in Wash- 
ington, D. C., reports that its sales for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1961, to- 
taled $3,485,673.94. This represents a 
substantial increase in sales of the pre-

Post OFFICE DEPARTMENT 
ANNOUNCES NEW COMMEMORATIVES 


[es Post Office Department has an- 
nounced four commemorative stamps 
to be issued in 1961, as follows: 


On August 20, at the meeting of the 
Institute of Aerospace Sciences/Navy in 
San Diego, a four-cent Naval Aviation 
stamp, which will pay tribute to a half- 
century of the development of the Navy’s 
Air Arm and its contribution to the na- 
tional defense. 


A four-cent stamp will be issued on 
Labor Day (September 4) in Milwau- 
kee, Wisconsin, to mark the anniversary 
of the effective date of the first success- 
ful 'Workmen’s Compensation legislation 
passed by the Wisconsin legislature of 
1911. The Wisconsin law set a pattern 
for vital compensation laws passed sub- 
sequently throughout the country to pro- 
vide protection for employees and their 
families in the event of accidents and 
resulting disabilities. 

Frederic Remington, famed American 
artist noted for his vived, authentic treat- 
ment of the American West, will be 
honored by a four-cent multicolored 
stamp to be issued in Washington, D.C. 
yn October 4, 1961. It will feature a 
reproduction of one of Remington’s most 
outstanding paintings. 

There will be a four-cent multicolored 
stamp, designed by Al Parker, to honor 
the Nursing profession. Formalized train- 
ing of nurses in professional schools be- 
gan in this country in 1861, according 
to the Department release. Date and 
place will be announced later. 


The Post Office Department noted that 
the announcement of these four stamps 
leaves only two more commemorative 
issues to be determined for 1961, bring- 
ing the total to fifteen. They will be an- 
nounced soon after mecessary research 
and preliminary design work is com- 
pleted. 

The eleven-man Citizen’s Stamp Ad- 
visory Committee will meet in mid-Sep- 
tember to recommend stamp issues for 
1962. 


Norris STAMP 
DESIGNER AND ENGRAVERS 


The designer of the George W. Norris 
Centennial 4 cent commemorative stamo, 
released July 11, 1961, at Washington, 
D.C., was Charles R. Chickering of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. This 
design, which had the approval of rep- 
resentatives of the late Senator’s family, 
was highlighted by a likeness of the Sena- 
tor taken by the Ferdinand Vogel Studio, 
424 Madison Avenue, New York City, 
New York, as furnished by the family. 
The vignette was engraved by Matthew 
D. Fenton, and the lettering and numeral 
by Robert J. Jones.

O GENERAL collectors it often 
seems odd that one can limit 
the sphere of his collecting to 

one stamp. When we first begin to 
collect, we try to get as many dif- 
ferent stamps as possible from all 
over the world. The endless varieties 
of countries and the difference in 
designs are appealing to the begin- 
ning collector. Then one develops a 
taste for some special country or 
area, and a desire to aim for com- 
pletion. 

But finally, as a person continues 
collecting, he reaches a crossroads, 
where he must take one of several 
paths. If he is as wealthy as a Cas- 
pary, then it is possible to keep 
adding to one’s collection, but for 
most people the prices of the scarce 
and rare stamps needed for com- 
pletion begins to present a barrier. 
Then too, just to keep up with the 
world’s new issues in the case of 
many countries is a full-time job 
and a strain on the philatelic budget. 
The advanced collector begins to 
limit his field. What may induce him 
to enter one or another specialty is 
something which perhaps even he 
cannot explain; he just knows that 
that particular field has an appeal 
for him. 

In the United States U. S. stamps 
are most widely collected, just as 
in other countries the home product 
is the most popular. This probably 
is largely because they are the most 
readily available, as is also litera-

ture concerning them. Some, on the 
other hand, like to pick a field that 
is relatively unexplored, where they 
can enjoy the challenge that pre- 
sents itself in original research. 
There are many avenues of inter- 
est from which to choose. 

When the time came for narrow- 
ing down for this writer, it was 
covers of earlier vintage than our 
present era that had the main at- 
traction. Covers have more of a story 
to tell than does a stamp; often 
the letters that accompany them re- 
veal a fascinating bit of history or 
personal experiences of the writer 
of them.

Cancellations are of many types 
in the Confederacy because there 
was no standardization of procedure. 
Actually, one could save each dif- 
ferent cancellation to be found on 
the stamp. In general, however, there 
are certain outstanding accepted 
varieties which are known. Taking 
the Scott’s Specialized U. S. Catalog 
we see five different colors listed. 
You may say this is a bit ridiculous, 
but I am sure I could point out 
some things which could be called 
ridiculous in any collection. We 
should not criticize the interests of 
others just because they are differ- 
ent from our own. Colored cancel- 
lations happen to appeal very strong- 
ly to collectors because they are at- 
tractive. A cover with the T-E-N in 
the Caspary sale sold for $675 just 
because of an attractive red grid. 
The illustrated cover is cancelled by 
Lynchburg, Va. in violet; this is the 
only known copy with a cancella- 
tion in this color and is the one from 
which the listing was made. 

Other listed cancellations include 
gridirons and odd _ cancellations. 
Grids were not regularly used in the 
Confederacy, and when found, are 
just remainders from before the war. 
Odd cancellations may be what are 
called fancy cancels, such as a man’s 
face or a barrel of gin. These do 
not exist on Confederate stamps but

other ones not quite so fancy lend 
variety to a collection. More inter- 
esting is a railroad postmark. There 
was one of ‘these in an auction sale 
a few years ago, showing that the 
item was cancelled at the railroad 
station. 

Indications of early usage are de- 
sirable so an April 1863 year date 
is listed. Also listed is a manuscript 
postmark. Most people do not real- 
ize that specialized collectors prefer 
to have handstamped markings. 
There are arguments that can be 
given either for or against, but the 
result is that many do not want 
manuscript markings either in pen, 
pencil or crayon. The catalogers, 
recognizing this, price the manu- 
script marking at $20.00 while the 
stamp lists at $50.00. Unfortunately, 
this difference is only shown in the 
specialized catalog, so people are 
surprised if a dealer offers them $15 
for a perfect stamp cataloging $50 
and they yell “robber”. 

The last variety in our survey is 
the envelope itself. As explained in 
the Dietz catalog, many kinds of 
paper were used during the Con- 
federacy and many varieties exist to- 
day. The catalog lists a wallpaper 
cover but the stamp is also known 
on turned covers, homemade covers, 
and other types of envelopes. I saw 
a beautiful patriotic cover in the 
finest possible condition recently. A

Plate Number Activity at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 


OST OFFICE release #103, dated 

July 1, 1961, indicates twenty-five new 

plate numbers-were assigned, twelve were 
sent to press, and ten cancelled in May. 

All of the plates involved the regular 
issues. Four numbers were assigned to 
the new llc Liberty: 26964-76-78-79; 
and five to the new 13c airmail: 26965- 
70-75-77, and 26959. Only the first two 
named reached the press in May. 

The ten cancelled plates covered the 
lc and 4c sheets, coils, and booklet panes, 
with no significant shortages indicated. 

The Bureau still has a number of plates 
to cancel, which go back as far as 26448 
for the 8c Reuter; also the master plates 
for the Credo series, and many of the 
later commemoratives now out of use for 
over a year, such as the plates for the 
4c Boy Scout stamp. 


Plate Numbers for the 1959 
Series Postage Dues 


Fourteen different denominations of 


stamps make up this series, from the “2c 


(J-88) to the $5.00 (J101). 

So far eight plates have been assigned 
to print these cammine rose stamps, on 
which the denominations are not printed, 
but are added later in black by rubber 
plates in an operation similar to precan- 
celling. 

Six of the eight plates have gone to 
press: 26289-90-91-92, and 26660-61. 
Plates 26833-4 have not yet been released 
to press. 


Plates 26289-90-91-92 have been can- 
celled with from 228,000 to 295,000 im- 
pressions prior to the application of the 
black denominations. It is possible, there- 
fore, to find all six plates being used for 
a single denomination. If a plate were 
used for 280,000 impressions, fourteen 
different values might then be produced 
from this plate, with an average of only 
20,000 impressions each, but of course 
it must be assumed that they would be 
unevenly used in this distribution. It is 
too early to establish which of the pres- 
ent six plates have been used for all de- 
nominations,

The catalog brings Israel postal history 
to life, introducing a section on Fore- 
runners, that period covering the second 
half of the nineteenth century up to the 
outbreak of World War I. At that time, 
it will be recalled, the Turkish Empire 
had agreed, by capitulation treaties, to 
allow six foreign governments to run 
their own independent postal systems in 
the Holy Land. Following the victory of 
the Egyptian Expeditionary Forces of the 
British Anmy, which then occupied and 
administered the government of Palestine 
(1917-1923), the League of Nations gave 
Great Britain a mandate, which lasted 
until the United Nations’ resolution of 
November 29, 1947, calling for the par- 
tition of Palestine. Stamps issued during 
this period are listed amd pictured, in 
considerable detail, with helpful explana- 
tory texts. Postmarks, ovenprints, even 
essays are shown here, but watermarks 
are not, although they are mentioned. 

During the interval of time when the 
British Mandate was drawing to a close 
and the postal system nearly came to a 
complete stop, we have the “Interim” 
period, which is listed in the catalog. 
Here the Jewish Agency and the Na- 
tional Council avoided the almost com- 
plete disruption of postal services by 
managing an emergency postal system, 
manned by all employees of the Jewish 
sectors of the country. They supplied 
emergency postage stamps, those colorful 
labels issued by the Jewish National 
Fund for fund-raising, overprinted with 
the word “Doar” (Post).

It would be desirable for’ 
a conversion table to say, for example, 
that “as of July 1, 1953, to this date, 
one Israel Pound is equal to approxi-. 
mately 56c, that one Pound contained 
1,000 units called prutot, until January 
1, 1960, when the currency unit was. 
changed to 100 agorot per Pound. The 
new provisional set of 1960 pictures this 
change by use of a zero and decimal 
point, i.e., 50 agorot (half an Israel 
Pound), now is shown: 0.50, where pre- 
viously half an Israel Pound simply was 
500 prutot—of equal value, but with the 
last zero dropped.” 


The photography of the stamps in the 
catalog is not uniformly good; some- 
times it is excellent; in other instances 
one can barely make out the details of 
the picture, and the Hebrew inscription 
Is occasionally illegible, as on the Negev 
stamp and many of the definitive coinage 
stamps. No explanation except for per- 
foration change is given on how to dis- 
tinguish between the first definitive coin- 
age stamps issued December 18, 1949, 
and the revised edtion, issued Septem- 
ber to December 1950. Altered cap- 
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ij tions are mentioned, but not pointed out; 
just briefly translated, without indicating 
‘| which stamps bear these inscriptions. 

We have pointed out the shortcom- 
ings only because these are the few things 
which keep this from being even nearer 
than it is to a perfection job, and because 
Wwe believe that by mentioning them, 
these defects may be called to attention 
and remedied in future editions. We can 
jfand do heartily recommend this book as 
something that will give you much plea- 
jj sure and which you will find to be a 
most valuable reference work. It is com- 
(Jplete through the stamps issued up to 
Israel’s thirteenth independence anniver- 
sary, April 18, 1961; and besides, it lists 
| forthcoming issues for the remainder of 
491961. It even includes the little-known 
fact that the supply of 1 agora provi- 
sional stamps, printed on pink paper, be- 
came exhausted and an additional print- 
ing was made November 11, 1960, on 
white paper. The stamp looks like its 
predecessor, but on turning it over, the 
white paper shows through the gum. This 
stamp was in use until the provisional 
agorot series was withdrawn on May 15, 
1961. 

We have already taken up a lot of 
space with this review, and could go on 
and on with high praise for what the 
editors have achieved. The catalog is 
so full of interest that this writer “got 
lost” in it, and “came to” with this re- 
view after many hours of study at a quar- 
ter to three in the morning. To mention 
briefly a few more items the catalog 
covers: dates of post office openings and 
closings, first flights, balloon flights, all 
first day covers, all special and slogan 
cancellations, a special section on the 
Sinai campaign, and the short-lived Israel 
postal administration of the Gaza strip. 
A variety of Judaica, labels, maximum 
cards and folders, and a list of J.N.F. 
stamps by categories, followed by a list 
of Jews on stamps, worldwide, conclude 
this fine catalog.

The stamp shows 
a white Polish eagle guarding with 
his wings the city of Warsaw, pro-— 
tecting her monuments and historic 
buildings from the attack of the 
black eagle, symbolizing the enemy. 

The white and black eagles. 
dominate the design, which was 
done in red or brown on various — 
colors of paper, and in the back-— 
ground we see the silhouette of War-_ 
saw’s monument to Zygmunt and — 
other landmarks. On the top of the 
stamp is the inscription “Tajna 
Poczta Polska” (Underground Post 
Office of Poland), and on the bot- 
tom the value, 25 gr., and the words 
“Obrona Warszawy” (Defense of 
Warsaw). 


The dimensions of the stamps are 
114 x 1% inches, with line perfora- 
tions 11144. They came in sheets of 
fifteen, the sheets measuring about > 
6” x 5”. The issue consisted of 
18,500, printed between the dates 
of May 8, 1942, and July 24, 1944. 
Many were destroyed because of 
the inadequate facilities for hand- 
ling and printing, which was done 
by lithographic process by workers 
who had to keep changing their 
hideouts. In addition, most of the 
stamps were destroyed by the peo- 
ple who received the newspapers, 
because they were afraid of being — 
seen with them. 


Because it proved that the people 
feared to use or receive the stamps 
of the underground post office, only 
this one issue was printed. Different 
color combinations were used at dif- 
ferent times. Some stamps were im- 
perforate while others were not only 
perforate, but had an extra hori- 
zontal perforation through the mid- 
dle of the stamp to divide it in half 
so as to get twice the number of 
stamps from a given amount of 
paper. Thus the white eagle might 
be in use one week, and the black 
the next. 

Cancellations were done by a 
metal stamp, and consisted of a 
circle with the inscription “Tajna 
Poczta Polska.” Sometimes they 
were black, sometimes red or green. 
An effort was made to obtain clean 
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cancellations, because the under- 
round considered the stamps as a 
ind of memorial to the courage of 
jjthe men, women, boys, and girls 
who risked their lives to print and 
deliver the paper. Thousands of 
\jlives were lost in the effort. 

Readers of this magazine can well 
understand the deep satisfaction it 
was to me to be able to sit down 
and talk to Franciszek Koprowski, 
known during the war as “Mir,” 
who was responsible for the opera- 
tion of the underground post office 
and the distribution of Jutro Pol- 
ski. He turned over to me all the 
variations of this issue known to be 
still in existence, with the wish that 
I share the story of this stamp, 
which represents the struggle and 
suffering and faith of the Polish 
people.

Secret Marks on New Swiss 
Regular Issue Coils 


OR May 10, 1960, the Power and Com- 

munications regular issues (Scott 
Nos. 329-339) were replaced by a new 
set of regulars called Postal History and 
Architectural Monuments (Scott Nos. 382- 
599). 

The first four values (5, 10, 15, and 20 
centimes) pictured ancient postal cou- 
riers. The 5, 10, and 20 centime stamps 
were also printed from separate plates 
for coils. Normally, since Swiss coils are 
perforated on all sides, they cannot be 
told from the sheet stamps, when used. 
However, every fifth coil stamp has a 
control number printed on the gum with 
the same color ink as the stamp. This 
usually disappears on the stamp when it 
is soaked. 

With this issue the Swiss PTT saw fit 
to differentiate the coils from the reg- 
ulars by the use of “secret marks”. A 
minor detail was eliminated from the de- 
signs of the 5, 10, and 20 centime. coils. 
On the 5 centime coil there are only three 
vertical lines on the pike shaft directly 
behind the messenger’s right hand instead 
of four found on the sheet stamp. On the 
10 centime coil the dot just below the 
pike head (probably representing a rivet) 
has been eliminated. On the 20 centime 
value there are only nine buckle holes on 
the breeching of the coil instead of ten. 
These can be seen with a good magnifying 
glass. 

When these minor differences were re- 
cently discovered in Switzerland, the Swiss 
Postal authorities were questioned and 
they admitted these engraving details. 
What purpose they are expected to serve 
is unknown to this writer.

City Type Precancel Errors 

A S promised last week, we will discuss 
some of the best known errors among 
ity type precancels beginning in this 
eek’s column. Space limitations do not 
permit mentioning all of them, so only 


ifsSome typical examples will be given. 


Akron, Ohio—Type 9, an electrotype 


\plate, shows a figure “1” for letter “I” 
jin “OHIO”, in all ten subjects in the left 


ertical row. As a result of the posi- 
ion of the errors, straight-edge copies 
provide about one-half of the supply of 
ese errors. 


Alexander, Iowa—The seventeenth sub- 


liject in the U-46 handstamp shows an 
lierror. The second “A” in the town name 


is inverted. In some specimens the cross- 
bar is very faint, making the letter look 
ikea “V". 

Alhambra, Calif—One of the type- 
sets (type 5) from this town shows an 
error in the abbreviation of the state 
name, “CALIF.” 

Annawan, I/l.—All subjects in the U- 
120N (type 1) hand-electro are mis- 
spelled “ANAWAN.” 

Aurora, Ill—Type 3, which is Uni- 


versal Style 75, is a 2S5-subject hand- 


stamp which contains two different er- 
rors, something that is very unusual. 
The tenth subject reads “ATRORA” and 
the eighteenth is spelled “AUROA” in- 
stead of “AURORA”. Precancels show- 
ing either of these errors are scarce, as 
the particular handstamp containing the 
errors appears to have been discarded 
shortly after it was put to use. 

Austin, Texas—Type 3 (U-71) has an 
error in the state name, which reads 
“AEXAS” in at least one subject of 
the handstamp. 

Baltimore, Md.—An interesting error 
occurs in type 6, an electric plate. One 
of the 100 subjects is spelled “BALTI- 
MOER”. This is a very scarce item, as 
the error was corrected after the first 


printing. It has been seen on the perf. 


12 dues only. 

Bayonne, N. J—Type 1 is another 
U-71 handstamp containing am error, but 
this time in the city name. One subject 
reads “BACONNE”. 

Belvidere, N. J—One of the U-71 
handstamps presents a comedy of errors. 
There are three subjects with the town 
name misspelled: “BBELVIDERE”, “BL- 
VIDERE” and “BEVLIDERE”. One sub- 
ject shows a comma after the state ab- 


/breviation. 


Berkeley, Calif—Type 3, an electro- 
type plate, Universal Style 10, shows a 
comma after the abbreviation of the 
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State name. The comma appears on all 
subjects in the plate. 

Bound Brook, N. J.—Type 5 is a U-48 
handstamp of 25 subjects in one of 
which the “U” of the city name is in- 
verted.

Brainerd, Minn.—Type 1 is a U-73 
handstamp of 25 subjects. The sixteenth 
subject reads “BRAINFRD,” with an 
“F” for the “E” in the city name. 


Breckenridge, Minn.—An error which 
the catalog fails to mention may be 
found in type 1, a U-83 handstamp. The 
city name read “Breckellridge,” seen on 
the Ic of 1926. 


Canajoharie, N. Y.—Type 2, also an 
electrotype plate in U-10, shows the 
same kind of am error as type 3 from 
Berkeley, namely, a comma after the 
abbreviation of the state name in the sec- 
ond line. 

Campbell, Calif.—Type 2, a hand- 
electro in U-120, has an error in the 
25th subject, which reads “CALF.” 


Chicago, Ill—One of the many hand- 
stamps used by the mail order houses in 
Chicago had one subject showing the 
name of the city misspelled “CHIACGO.” 
This was a two-subject handstamp and 
a very nice item is a pair, one reading 
nommal and the other the error. The 


error “CHICASO” also exists in the 
same type, but on stamps of earlier 
issues. 


Clayton, Del. — Type 2 consists of 
“CLAYTON/DEL.” in two lines, type 
set in caps with heavy serifs, without bars 
or lines. It is found normal, inverted 
and double. There are two spacings be- 
tween the state names—lmm. and 2.5 
mm. The period after “DEL” is, miss- 
ing from some subjects and at least one 
subject shows the “L” of “DEL” in- 
verted. Then there are the following 
errors in spelling: “OLAYNTO”, “CLY- 
ATON” and “CLYTON”.

Cloquet, Minn.—Type 2 is a hand- 
stamp of 25 subjects, of which three read 
“CLOQNET”.
